‘Townships, Districts No. 1, 2 and 8 
of Maple Forest Township, it could 
be made into a fine agricultural 
school. The bill providing a state 
tund of $1,000 and $200 for each ve- 
hicle used has passed the Senate and 
is now in the House. This fund is 
given aside from the regular primary 
money. 7 sal 

Districts No. 8, 4 and 5 of Gray- 
ling Township and Districts No, 2 of 
Beaver Creek, No. 2 of Grayiing ana 
No. 6 of South Branch could likewise 
torm agricultural schools. 

Crawford county peopie would re- 
ceive state aid in establishing these 
schools; make possible twelve years 
of training for the rural boy and 
girl, and have a better quality of 
teaching than is now possible, as we : 
us having the children taken to anc 
from school. This last is a big factor 
in these northern climates; it works 
out well. Houghton County where 
they have had four feet of snow this 
year has consolidated and formed 
rural agricultural schools and would

REPORT ON CITIZEN’S CONFER- 
ENCE ON EDUCATION. 


(Under the Direction of the Bureau 
of Education, Washington, D. C.) 


The conference was held at Lans- 
ing, Michigan, Feb. 22-24, under the 
direction of Dr. MacBrian, specialist 
in Rural Education, U. S. Bureau of 
Education, Washington, D. C. Twen- 
ty-eight states of the Union answer- 
ed to Roll Call—about 300 educators 
from over the U: S. being present. 

The forenoon session of Feb. 22nd 
was presided over by Hon. L. N. 
Hines, State Superintendent of hy i 
lic Instruction, Indiana. Hon. T. 
Johnson of Michigan in the absencc 
of Hon. Alex. J. Groesbeck (due ts 
business) gave the address of wel- 
come. Responses were made by Hon 
Corless Preston, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, Washington, 
and Hon. Will Wood, State Superin 
tendent of Public Instruction, Cuali- 
fornia. 

An inspiring, statistical and mag- 
netic address on, “The growing ap- 
preciation of the Value of Education,” 
was delivered by Dr. P. P. Claxton, 
U. S. Commissioner of Education, 
Washington, D. C. 

Hon. M. P. Shawkey, State Super- 
intendent of Free Schools, West Vir- 
ginia acted as toastmaster at the ban 
quet hour. After dinner speaker: 
included Dr. P, P. Claxton, who eal! 
ed our attention to the fact that 
there was in 1920, $900,000 more 
spent for tobacco in the U. S. than 
for all its education. He based pros- 
perity on native ability, natural re- 
sources and education. Native abili- 
ty and natural resources are a source 
of wealth only to the degree of edu- 
cational advancement in a country. 

Let native ability equal four and nu 

resources five and education one anc 
you have four times five times one 
which is twenty. 
Let native ability equal four and na 
tural resources five and education two 
and you have four times five time- 
two, which equals forty, doubling the 
wealth. But let native ability equai 
four, and natural resources equal five 
and education equal zero and you 
have four times five, times zero. 
which means zero. 

The two, native ability and natural 
resources, cannot be changed, educa- 
tion may and upon that depends the 
wealth of any nation. 

A number of senators and repre 
sentatives being present a number of 
toasts from them as well as the State 
educators were given in a most 
forceful and to the point manner. 
Senator Wan Bluenen scored educat- 
ors on their lack of advertising 
Our own Senator McRae was present 
and responded. 

In the course of the meetings that 
followed a great many inspiring ani 
encouraging messages were given. 
making it possible to get a fair iden 
of the education] advancement that is 
being made throughout our U. &.. 
while the South is far inferior to the 
rest of the U. S. in educational al- 
vancement, yet we learned that in 
West Virginia they have a free schoo! 
elinie for all children in one county 
and they tax their bill board for ed- 
ucational expenses. They spent 15 
million dollars last year for education. 
Cocoa Cola in the U. S. costs more 
than her education—so do her pic- 
ture shows. 

In Iowa they just levy a tax of 
from five to ten cents per capita for 


helping the poorer rural districts. 
That state leads the Union in edues- 
tion, having but one per cent of ali- 
teracy. In connection with their 


high schools they have normal schools 
with a two year course. There 
91 of these normal schools in Lowa- 
1100 in the U.S.) They develop lead 
ership in getting rural views; give 
dignity to teaching; insure scholar.

several departments of their busi- 
ness and just what their receipts and 
profits were that they were going tu 
be able to give out any authentic in- 
formation about the agricultural con- 
ditions of the county. These things 
he had tried to have the farmers du 
and had furnished them with recora 
books, which if kept properly, wouia 
show just how much the farm made 
each year, If a farm made 50‘ of 
its value, or any other percentage, 
each year, it was important to know 
this, and such results placed before 
prospective farm purchasers would 
aid them largely in placing a vaiue 
upon such farm. Mr. Hanson gave 
a number of other valuable sugges- 
tiuns that no doubt will be appreciat- 
ed by those who heard him. 


We are glad’ to note that the 
Gvange is trying to co-operate with 
the business men of the county. Buth 
elements are bound to be bigger and 
ve.ter and a lot Wiser by getting to- 
gether occasionally and discussing 
the problems that confront them in 
everyday life. It is a decidedly for- 
ward step on the part of the Grange, 
in vur opinion, and we hope this spir- 
it will continue.

BREAKS FOUR SPEED REC- 
ORDS ON COAST. 


Carrying U. S. Mail, Car Makes Sen- 
sational Run from San Francisco to 
Les Angeles and, Return, Setting 
New Marks for Round Trip, Coast 
Route, and Beating Fastest Express 
Train by 3 hours 47 minutes—On 
Second Trip Same Car Breaks Val- 
ley Route Record. 


In two sensational dashes a Stude- 
baker Light-Six recently broke all 
records for speed between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles, setting a new 
mark for the round trip, lowering the 
coast route reeord by 2 hours 35 min- 
utes 20 seconds, beating the best time 
ever before made over the valley 
route, and leaving “The Lark,” most 
famous of the fast coast express 
trains, 3 hours 47 minutes and 30 
seconds in the rear. 

On the first trip the drivers, Hart 
IL. Weaver and James C. Gurley, car- 
ried U. S. mail both ways between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, be- 
ing sworn in as federal officials upon 
authority from Washington. In fact, 
the journey was made for the purpose 
of showing the possibilities of the 
oe ear in transporting mail quick- 
y. 

The round trip, a distance of 864.8 
miles, was covered by the Studebaker 
in 21 hours 23 minutes. The trip 
down, over the coast route, a dis- 
tance of 453.7 miles, was made in 10 
hours 12 minutes 30 seconds, as com- 
pareq with the previous best record 
of 12 hours 47 minutes 50 seconds, 
established in 1916. 

The car and “The Lark” started 
their dash to Los Angeles at the same 
time and it was on this occasion that 
the Light Six beat the train’s schedule 
by over three and one half hours. 

After hanging up these records, 
the Studebaker drivers went after 
the fourth and only remaining speed 
;mark—that of lowering the previous 
best time over the valley route. They 
succeeded in making the trip from

States.

Steam Causes Alcohol Blast In Chem- 
leal Piant at Wells, Mich. 


Escanaba._-An explosion of wood 
alcohol, caused by steam, wrecked the 
refinery department of the Delta 
Chemical company, at Wells, Mich., 
and sent into flames hundreds of gal- 
jlons of wood alcohol Monday after- 
noon. The loss is placed at $200,000.

PLANTING HOME GARDENS I8 
BIG STEP: IN THRIFT 
PROGRAM. 


One-Tenth of an Acre of Fairly Good 
Ground Will Supply the Greater 
Part of the Vegetables Needed 
by the Average Family, 
Say Specialists. - 


Home vegetable gardens will be 
just as important in stablizing the 
food supply in 1921 as they have been 
at any time during tho past few 
years, say garden specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Urgent need for increased 
production of food during the war 
caused thousands of rural and urban 
residents to plant gardens, which re- 
sulted in establishing the garcening 
habit. This year, specialists say, 
home gardens will play an important 
part in thrift and economy. Thous- 
ands of acres of uncultivated land in 
and about many large cities will be 
utilized this year to furnish employ- 
ment and recreation to home gard- 
eners who know that by raising their 
own supply of vegetables they can 
materially reduce their living costs. 

Enough for Average Family. 
One-tenth of an acre of fairly goud 
ground--a square about 65 feet each 
way—will supply the greater part of 
the vegetables needed by the average 
family, say garden specialists of the 
department. The cost of all seeds 
and fertilizers for a garden of this 
size should not exceed $15 “to $18, 
oe may not ccst more'than $5 or 
Experience has shown that not 
more than 100 hours should be re- 
quired for planting and caring for a 
one-tenth acre garden. This time is 
so distributed throughout the season 
that the work can be easily done by 
most persons working in factories, 
stores, or offices. It means an av- 
erage of about 5 or 6 hours a week 
for a period of 20 weeks, or merely 
enough time for proper outdoor re- 
creation and exercise necessary for 
good health. More time will be re- 
quired early in the season while the 
garden is being prepared and planted 
than during the summer, when not 
more than 2 or 3 hours a week will 
be necessary to keep the garden in 
good. condition. 

A little time during mornings, eve- 
nings, and on holidays spent in the 
garden is a good investment. A gar- 
den is like a farm, however, in that 
it produces according to the attention 
given it. A  well-cared-for garden 
will produce much higher yields than 
one which is neglected. The average 
return in money value from a one- 
tenth acre plot of ground usually is 
about $85 for a season. 

Plenty of fresh vegetables direct 
from the garden to the table is of 
vastly greater importance than the 
money value, the cutting out of mid- 
dleman’s profits or transportation 
problems. The question of saving 
and cost, however, may prove a very 
important factor before the close of 
another year. Already there is much 
unemployment of labor and the local 
or home production of foods in the 
garden is the surest way of safe- 
guarding the family food supply. It 
is said that the farmers of the coun- 
try could cut themselves off from the 
rest of the people and live comforta- 
bly for an indefinite period, because 
they can produce practically every- 
thing that they need. Gardens fur- 
nish an important part of the living 
of families on farms and the same 
principle will apply to people who live 
in cities, towns and villages who have 
access to a smal] tract of land on 
which to grow a garden. 

There is no more healthful exer- 
cise than that of working in the soil. 
The old doctor who advised the dys- 
peptic to go out on the farm and fol- 
low the plowman had the right idea. 
So simple an operation as hoeing or 
raking the soil brings into play mus- 
cles of the body that seldom do any 
work, The muscular exercise, cou- 
pléd with the deep breathing of pure 
outdoor air, together with the effect 
of the sunshine, all tend to promote 
health. = 

Taking it Easy at First. 

There is nothing connected with the 
work of cultivating a garden that has 
a tendency to injure the health unless 
overexertion is indulged in. Persons 
who habitually work indoors should 
be rather careful when they first be- 
gin working in the direct sunshine. 
When the work is first started the 
muscles are stiff and weakened from 
inactivity and it is necessary to go 
slowly until they get into play. Very 
few cases of sun stroke or heat pro- 
stration among gardeners have been 
reported. A little precaution in the 
beginning will ward off possibility of 
heat injury. Garden work begins 
early in the springtime while the 
weather is pleasant, and by the time 
the hot period comes on the gardener 
will have accustomed himself to out- 
door conditions, so the heat will have 
little effect upon him. 

Gardens and health go hand in 
hand, and many reports have been 
received by the Department of Agri- 
culture of the health-giving results 
of garden work. Even on farms 
where men do the heavy labor of pre- 
paring the garden, women find light 
work in the garden of great benefit, 
for the duties of the farm woman of- 
ten keep her too closely confined in 
the house and the garden affords an 
opportunity to get out into the open 
air and sunshine. More than half of 
the work of growing farm gardens is 
done by the women, many of whom 
would have no outdoor recreation if 
it were not for this work in the gar- 
den. .

Just where the criticism of Cor- 
poral Marsiand. arises we do not 
Know. We do understand that there 
is some untriendly feeling between 
some of the local officials and the 
State police. The reason for this we 
do not know, but’as far as we have 
seen we can offer no criticism of any 
of his actions. No doubt the State 
police have made some mistakes, but 
they also have done a lot of good. 
The capture and arrest of Boss and 
Blanch, for breaking and entering the 
Manistee depot is one of the biggest 
hauls that has been made in Grayling 
in years. These two men seem 10 be 
the worst kind of yeggmen and dan- 
gerous characters. It comes to us on 
excellent authority, that the State 
police alone are to be credited with 
their capture. 

There have been a number of ar- 
rests made in this county. for viola- 
tions of the prohibition laws.’ Near- 
ly all if not all of the major cases 
have been made by the State pelice. 
If it is a question of trying to get 
these men out of Grayling we are 
not in sympathy with the idea. They 
are needed here and the people of 
Grayling should do everything tu en- 
courage their retention. it costs 
something to maintain the Slate po- 
lice but statistics show that the mon- 
ey they bring in the way of fines is 
much greater than the expense to the 
taxpayer to support the constabulary. 

If Captain Wakeman finds that his 
corporal has been using poor judg- 
ment or has conducted bLimself in 
any Way unbecoming to che derart- 
ment, there is no doubt but that he 
will be removed. Certainly he wilt 
Jearn all the facts before be makes 
a move, and see that the pevple of 
Crawford county are going to get a 
fair deal, and also that Corporal 
Marsland is going to yet a square 
deal too,

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SOME INCOME TAX FACTS YOU 
SHOULD KNow.: 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue ‘ 


has innumerable sources for check- 
ing up persons who fail or “wilfully 
refuse”: to file an income tax return 
and pay the amount of tax due. 

One of these is “the information at 
source” provision of the revenue act 
which requires that reports must be 
made by all persons, trustees, guardi- 
ans, fiduciaries, and by partnerships, 
personal service corporations and or- 
ganizations, of payments to others 
during the year 1920 of $1,000 or 
more. A separate return of infor- 
mation for each employee whose sal- 
ary is $1,000 or more is required of 
employers. The return must show 
the name and address of each recip- 
ient and the amount paid. 

These information returns which 
are filed with the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington, D. 
C., are carefully checked with the re- 
turns of individual income. If John 
Doe, who’ has received a salary of 
$1,000 or more during the year 1920, 
has failed to report this payment in 
his personal return, he will hear 
from the collector of internal reve- 
nue. 

Thousands of delinquents have 
been discovered and penalties and 
taxes aggregating hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars have been collected 
as the result of this audit.

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DONG OF STATE 
LEGISLATURE 


The legislative mill is under full 
motion, Proposed measures are pass- 
ing through all of the various stages 
necessary for the enactment of wise 
legislation, New material in the form 
of bills, resolutions and petitions con- 
tinues to be presented in generous 
quantities. Ninety-eight new bills 
and 131 petitions have been placed in 
the legislative hooper during the past 
week. 

As a result of sume real rapid-fire 
legisiation on the part of the law- 
makers, the soldiers’ bonus constitu- 
tional amendment will appear on the 
ballot at the April election. This 
constitutional amendment would allow 
the state to issue bonds tu the amount 
of $30,000,000 to pay each soldier, 
sailor, marine, and war-nurse at the 
rate of $15 for each month of service. 

Probably the most dramatic and 
thrilling legislative battle of the week 
was waged over Sen. Davis's “eugenic 
marriage” bill requiring the filling of 
a physician’s certificate as to the 
physical and mental qualifications of 
persons applying for marriage li 
censes. Sen. Lemire’s motion to re- 
fer the bill to the commjttee on Pub- 
lic Health was defeated after consi- 
derable fiery discussion. Sen. Davis, 
father of the bill, called the attention 
of the senators to the increasing 
number of defectives as revealed by 
the mounting enrollment at the vari- 
ous state institutions and. by the 
findings of the examining boards in 
the recent military draft. The appeal 
of Sen. McArthur of Eaton, in which 
he called attention to the increase of 
social diseases, was dramatic. An 
amendment proposed by Sen. Wood 
of Wayne to limit the provisions of 
the measure tu males was defeated 
by a vote of 11 to 12. After favor- 
able consideration by the Committee 
of the Whole, the bill was made a 
special order fur third reading on 
March 9th. 

The biggest fight in the Senate on 
Wednesday was aroused when Sen. 
Condon’s constitutional amendment t: 
increase the salaries of Supreme 
Court Justices from $7,000 to $10,000 
a year came up for third reading. 
Senators Baker and McArthur lead 
the fivht against this measure by de 
claring that Michigan pays her jus- 
tices as liberally as most of the oth- 
er states and that this is no time te 
start raising the salaries of any pub- 
lie officials, Senators Condon, Brow- 
er, Hicks and Vandenboom spoke in 
favor of the bill and declared that 
Michizan has not kept pace with oth- 
er states in this respect. The mea- 
gure was adopted by a vote of 19 ts 
11. 

Another bill which precipitated 2 
lively serap was Sen, MeRae’s  pro- 
posal to reqti#é“the licensing of “leg- 
islative counsel and agents."

It was reported favorably by 
the State Affairs Committee of the 
House on Tuesday and. referred to 
the committee on Ways and Means. 
This latter cpmmittee reported the 
measure favurably on Thursday and 
on their recommendation, the bill was 
referred to the Committee on Agri- 
culture. 


The constitutional amendment al- 
lowing for legislative enactment of a 
state income tax law, introduced by 
Rep. Mosier ef Allegan, was reported 
favorably after a rather warm ses- 
sion in the cummittee. This is anoth- 
er measure which is being urged by 
the Michigan State Farm Bureau and 
other farmers’ organizations. 

A new income tax scheme that was 
received with considerable favor was 
presented by Sen. Penney of Sagi- 
naw. Ile proposes to eliminate the 
duplication of effort which would re- 
suit from the adoption of both a fed- 
eral and a state incume tax system 
by requiring the federal goverment 
to return to each state 50¢¢ of the 
amount collected by the U. S. income: 
tax from that state. 

Capital punishment is to be thrash-: 
ed out on the floor of the House. Rep. 
Hlart's bill allowing optional capital 
punishment for first degree murder: 
which was reported without reeom- 
mendation by the House Judiciary 
Committee was placed on the general 
urders by an overwhelming vote.

They 
had a shortage of teachers last year. 
The state gives aid to any rural dis- 
trict maintaining 9 months of schools.

And 
only thirty-six years ago there was 
but one teacher in the county teach- 
ing without pay. 

Michigan has 28 consolidated dis- 
tricts but her legislative program is 
making it possible to add rapidly to 
the list and thus put the rural boys 
and girls of our school on an equa! 
footing with the village boy or girl 
as in other states. 

North Dakota claims first honors: 
for having a county nurse. This 
nurse examined 5,000 children in the 
first six months during 1917—a win- 
ter when the roads were blocked with 
snow but during which time she 
missed but three days—doing better 
than the rural mail carriers and in 
that examination discovered 4,435 
defects. 65 per cent teeth, 44 per 
cent mouth breathers—tonsils, ade- 
noids, lung and even found rolls 
of dirt in the stomach—: 22 per cent 
eye trouble, 17 per cent ear, 16 per 
cent malnutrition—children were 
weighed. These last children were 
fed each day what their tunches 
lacked for balanced rations.

erty and secondly, enough children 
It offers equal privileges with those 
in the cities. The rural child today 
loses family care and it does not help 
them in going aWay to~the village 
high school and again, it is a big cost. 
That devotion he should be acquiring 
for home is needed in making that 
for his country. The rural child is 
timid in going to the village school. 
He likes his own school best. The 
old rural school of one room‘ has 
these disadvantages: First he must 
travel perhaps 3 miles in all kinds of 
weather through the snow arriving 
in a condition harmful many times to 
health, but forced to remain so all 
day and repeat that trip at night. 
And too, he has no one to keep him or 
the rest with the right and proper 
language in his mouth. Consolidate, 
and you have your child picked up 
at your door carried in a warm, com- 
fortable rig to the school, and re- 
turned to you at night in the same 
good condition he was started out. 
Consolidation makes possible (and 
this is taken from actual facts) more 
regular attendance; better teachers;

RULE IN MICHIGAN 


PLAN 18 TO ASK LEGISLATURE 
TO PASS CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT AT THIS 
SESSION. 


WOULD ENABLE COUNTIES TO 
CHOOSE FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


If Amendment Is Passed Each County, 
By Popular Vote, Could Do Away 
With Wasteful Systems 
Now In Force. 


Following a meeting at Lansing to 


confer with state officials, including; 


members of the legislature, the gov- 
ernor, and the attorney general, on 
the question of county aome rule for 


Michigan, a statement was given out | 
the 


hy Secretary C, Roy Hatten of 
state committee of citizens regarding 
the object and plan of the project. 

“Since this idea was first launched 
about a year ago.” 
ment, “it has been discussed in many 
parts of the stute. It is unfortunate 
that we have had no plan of fixed na- 
ture to advocate, but have waited till 
all possible views and opinions might 
be expressed before framing the mea- 
Bure for the legislature. We follow- 
ed this method so that everybody 
might have a chance to express an 
opinion, but ag a result some false 
notions of the proposal have gotten 
out and have been given circulation. 

“This is a plan for securing county 
home rule in government by consti- 
tutional amendment and subsequent 
action of the legislature, It absolutely 
is not an effort to give control of any 
county to the largest city in that 
county. It is not limited to the com- 
mission plan of government for coun- 
ties. It is not a personal attack on 
any county officials as such, and in- 
stead of being a new and novel idea, 
it has already been tried in California 
and some other states, with much sat- 
isfaction. 

“It happens that the glaring de- 
fects of the ancient county system, or 
lack of system, show up — strongly 
where a modern city government 
stands in contrast with that of the 
county. Hence in Wayne. Genesee, 
Bay. Kent, and similar counties, the 
{dea of county reform has started 
with vim. But in none of those cities, 
80 far as we know, is there any desire 
to deal unfairly with the rural sec 
tions of the county. Rather they are 
to receive every consideration, and be 
fully consulted as to the whole plan, 
It is to be hoped that all concerned, 
county officials, farmers, and tax- 
payers, will study the problem and say 
what they think. not before they get 
the facts and learn our viewpoint, but 
after. 

“Every time any so-called reform 
is suggested, there is much shaking 
of the knees among certain people 
who hold public office. They don’t 
want conditions changed, lest they 
be left out in the cold. Now it is 
quite possible that after county gov- 
ernment shall have been Te-organized, 
there will be just as much work to be 
done as before, and hence need for 
just as many workers in any given 
county. What we propose is to 
change the system and methods 80 
that better results can be reached. 
with less cost to the lax-payer and 
more satisfaction fo the 


J county of- 
ficials and employeos, ‘This is not 
an attack of any set of socalled 


“politicians,’ but an effort to change 
the system by which they work, to fur- 
nish a better piece of machinery, if 
& county wishes it, 

“Instead of being new, the idea is 
as old as the system of home rule in 
California counties. We are told that 
the better system there is so satis- 
factory, that no county would think 
of returning to {he old one. They call 
{t home rule for the county. 

“It is not aimed to force the com- 
mission plan of government on any 
county, or the commission-manager 
Bystem, though it is surprising to read 
how eagerly, in some rura) counties. 
the people want ‘a new deal.’ It hap 
pens that in some newspaper articles 
there has been talk particularly of the 
commission plan of government based 
on a county charter. That question 
is to be left to the county itself to 
decide, after the legislature has laid 
down the rules of procedure accord. 
ing to the will of the people of the 
Btate, 

“No county in Michigan that pre- 
fers its present system need make 
any change at all. Not until a ma- 
jority of the people vote at the polis 
for a change can any move be made. 

“Since the people of Michigan are 
baying high taxes, and want to save 
money {n government, it would ap- 
pear that county reform, in the in- 
terests of economy and efficiency, 
ought to make a broad appeal through- 
out the state, so that the legislature 
would soon hear from the people and 
the demand for permissive county 
home rule would be met on a fair 
basis.” 


“I should favor any method ta 
bring the question before the people, 
of an amendment to the constitution, 
and if adopted for the legislature to 
adopt a modern form for all the coun- 
ties.”
